Japan wins a valuable prize in securing 
possession of Formosa as one of the spoils 
of the war with China. It is a Garden of 
Eden—the richest territory of its size on the 
globe. But little was known of the island 
prior to 1860. ame the subject of 
study on the part of American and British 
consuls, and afterward of scientists of 
various nations. The one who has given 
most information to the world about the 
the island is Gen, Le dre, formerly 
American consul to Amoy, but at present 
one of the Ministers to the.King of Corea. 

The mineral resources of Formosa are 
wonderful. It has large coalfields contain- 
ing veins three, five and seven feet in 
thickness. It has natural gas and e- 
troleum, which bubble from the ground at 
a dozen different places widely distributed 
over the territory. It has immense gold 
washings and fabulous deposits of gold, sil- 
ver, and mercury ore. Its mineral wealth

But the latter 
country will surrender the extra territorial 
jurisdiction she formerly had in Japan. 

Second. There — be no extension of 
Japanese territor yon the main line of Asia. 
But the island of Formosa, a Chinese pos- 
session laying off the coast, will be per- 
manently ceded to Japan. 

Third. The Japanese will by treaty be 
granted the right to tontinue the occupation 
of Port Arthur and Wei Hai Wel, the two

Fifth. The cash indemnity to be paid by 
China will not exceed $250,000,000 in gold. 

The purpose not to extend Japanese do- 
minion on the main land but to confine the 
demand for territory to the outlying island 
of Formosa, assures the conclusion of a 
peace without European intervention. 

The maintenance of Japan's extra terri- 
torial jurisdiction in China while that coun- 
try surrenders a similar jurisdiction leaves 
Chiina the only Oriental 8 submitting 
to this outer-jurisdiction. Until recently all 
civilized nations have conceded that the 
courts were primitive and punishments so 
barbarous in both China and Japan that 
Consular Courts should protect foreigners 
residing in these countries. Japan has re- 
cently negotiated a new set of treaties with 
the United States, Great Britain and other 
countries in which the modern court pro- 
cedure is recognized and Consular Courts 
abandoned. In conformity with this new 
system Japan now terminates China's Con- 
sular Courts in Japan, although Japan's 
Consular Courts in China are to con- 
tinued. 

This presents the singular spectacle of 
China's conceding the advance of Japan 
into modern methods, whil admitting that 
she is still in the benighted condition requir- 
ing extra territorial jurisdiction to protect

A PRISONER. 


Deadly Shooting. 


MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED. 


Patrick Looney Killed and Seth Ralston 
Wounded in Attempting to 
Rescue a Prisoner. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., March 13.—The 
whole Cripple Creek district is greatly ex- 
cited over a lively running fight last night 
between an officer and a number of miners 
and former railroad men, in which one man 
was killed and another badly injured. Con- 
stable Frank Luepton had arrested a man 
named McQuade at Victor for participating 
in the railroad strikes last summer. A num- 
ber of his companions objected and in the 
melee one man, Seth Ralston, was shot 
through the cheek. The officers finally got 
Ralston and MeQuade before a Justice of 
the Peace, where both were put under $200 
bonds, which they refused to give. Luepton 
placed his prisoners on a train to bring them 
to Cripple Creek, but friends of the men cov- 
ered the engineer with guns, preventing 
the train’s departure. When the Constable 
approached the locomotive the engineer 


jumpd off and ran. Finally the train was 
started, but after going a mile was stopped, 
ostensibly to let off passengers. Patrick 
Looney and a couple of other men attempted 
to enter the rear car, where Luepton and 
his officers were. Luepton grappled with 
Looney, and, as he was losing ground, 
pulled a gun and fired, killing Looney in- 
stantly. The prisoners were finally landed in 
jail here without further incident, but fur- 
ther trouble is expected. 


Tried to Kill a Family.

Murderer Quinlan Insane. 


MEXICO, Mo., March 13.—Thomas Quin- 
lan, the murderer ot Gottfried Kloppen- 
stein of Chicago, has been adjudged insane, 
and Judge Roy has issued an order for him 
to be sent to the asylum at Fulton. Quin- 
lan tried to kill himself by cutting his 
throat and came near succeeding. en 
he killed Kloppenstein he was perfectly 
sane but after he was — to the 
penitentiary, realizing his condition and the 
crime he had been convicted of, his mind 
failed and he became a raving maniac. 
Quinlan is now in the Bowling Green, Mo., 
jail, his case having been taken to Pike 
County on a change of venue. 


INDEPENDENT PARTY. 


The Question Broached at Michigan’s 
A. P. A. Convention. 


SAGINAW, Mich., March 13.—The State 
Council of the American Protective Associa- 
tion had a busy day. The annual address 
of State Supreme President Beatty gave a 
detailed statement of the condition and work 
of the order Michigan, and contained sev- 
eral recommendations regarding the con- 
dition of the order, all of which were con- 
curred in save one of an unimportant na- 
ture. The report of the State Secretary 
shows a membership in the State of 125,000, 
and the condition of the order is reported as 
flourishing. a 

The charges of Mr. Sims, formerly prom- 
nent in the association, but who is now 
seeking to form a new order, to the effect 
that the A. P. A. is losing ground, were de- 
clared to be without foundation. The Exec- 
utive Board made a report which was unan- 
imously adopted. 

The question of o nizing an independent 
political party was discussed, and ſt was de- 
cided that the proposition was properly 
within the jurisdiction of the national or- 
ganization. For the present the council 
agreed that the order should perform its 
work in the regular way through existing 
political channels, only supporting such 
nominees as agree with the principles of the 
party.

effect a permanent organization and to issue 
an address to Democrats and invite promi- 
nent speakers to address the meeting.

SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


Three Prisoners and the Wagon Driver 
Met Death. 


PUEBLO, Colo., March 13.—Dispatches re- 
ceived late last night from Walsenburg, a 
small town fifty-six miles south of Pueblo, 
say: 


y: 

A mob in ambush at 7:30 this evening fired 
on a wagon containing nine Italians who are 
charged with fatally beating A. J. Hixon, @ 
saloonkeeper at Rouse, a coal mining camp, 
six miles from Walsenburg, Sunday last. 
Three of the Italians and the wagon driver 
were killed. The prisoners, who had been 
lodged in the Walsenburg jail, were taken 
to the Coroner’s inquest at Rouse this after- 
noon. At the conclusion of the session of the 
jury, the prisoners were loaded into the 
wagon and started back to the jail. At Bean 
Creek, a region where there is much under- 
brush, half a mile from Walsenburg, the 
crack of a dozen rifles, presumably in the 
hands of the miners, rang out. Three of the 
prisoners, whose names cannot be learned 
on account of the excitement, were instante 
ly killed. Joe Welby, a young American boy, 
who was dri the wagon, was also killed. 
The officers returned the fire, which lasted 
several minutes.

Further arrests were made this morning 
of men who participated in yesterday's 
riot. They were Dave Kehoe of Washing- 
ton street, near the levee; Morris Ryan and 
Salvador Morover, alias Torredo. Kehoe 
Was armed with a loaded revolver when 
taken to the station. There are now ten 
men under arrest. 

The causes leading to yesterday's riot have 
been of long standing and grew out of the 
attempt of ship agents and others interested 
to reduce rates. he white screwmen claim 
that the colored men, who were given a 
share of the work under agreement’ made 
secret cuts and violated the agreement in 
order to obtain more work and gradually 
crowd the white men off. The white associ- 
ation then severed all ties with the blacks 
and refused to work with them or for the 
men who employed them. The white long- 
shoremen joined the srewmen in this. Since 
then the steamship lines have been gradu- 
ally going over to the negroes. Lately the 
white screwmen quit work on the lines still 
loyal to them and stated that they would 
not work until the whole affair was straight- 
ened out. Several more lines then took on 
— 2 laborers from necessity. The white 
union finally determined to retaliate upon 
the stevedores by offering to reduce rates 
and deal with the ships direct. Ships in 
haste accepted the offer, but the agents 
stood by the stevedores. The latter offered 
to pay more than the screwmen asked, but 
the screwmen refused to deal with them. 
The agents offered to pay the screwmen 
their wages and place the stevedores over 
them as superintendents, but the screwmen 
again declined. Then the stevedores began 
importing colored screwmen from Galveston

THE SHOOTING OF BAIN. 


It Will Be Made the Subject of Interna- 
tional Inquiry. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 18.—1It is said 
that the complaint of the Englishman, Bain, 
injured in the riot, would first be submitted 
to * British Consul at New Orleans, who 
will communicate with the foreign offic 
London or direct to the embassy here 9 
cording to the emergency. If the offense 
was shown to be against Bain because he 
was an Englishman, it is said Sir Julian 
Pauncefote would demand an explanation. 
if, however, Bain's nationality had no part 
in the affray and he was hit because he was 
in the mob then no attention would be given 
to the indictment. The action of the Italian 
Government at the time of the New Or- 
eans lynching is cited as showing the dip- 
omatic aspect of the trouble. The lynch- 
ings were against Italians, as such, and not 
against a miscellaneous mob including Ital- 
fans. or that reason Italy proteste „ and 
then summarily broke off diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States by havin Ba- 
ron Fava demand his passports. The United 
States ultimately paid an indemnity to the 
families of those lynched. It is said the 
same rule would now apply to affrays 
against Englishmen, as such, but not to 
m llaneous mobs including some English- 


colored; 


men. 

The foreign consuls stationed in this city 
held a meeting last evening and prepared 
a statement which they forwarded to the 
representatives of their respective govern- 
ments at Washington.

LARGE CROPS EXPECTED. 


Wheat Doing Well in the Principal Pro- 
aucizug States. 


CHICAGO, III., March 18.—The following 


appear in this week’s Farmer's Review: 
lilinois—W heat has come through, the re- 


pheric conditions. Very little freezing out is 
reported. Rye has been quite extensively 
sown, and is doing finely. 

Indiana—Conditions generally same as in 
Illinois. Rye, average condition. 

Ohio— The — is everywhere fair to good, 
though report uneven in some counties. 
Rye is doing well and has been quite ex- 
tensively sown. 

Michigan—Reports of conditions good so 
far as reported, but snow still covers much 
of the crop. The greatest danger at present 
comes from ice blankets being formed by 
melting drifts. Rye good. 

Kentucky—Conditions are very favorable. 
The snow of the past two months has proved 
ee advantage. Rye is generally doing 
well. 

Missouri—A good many counties report 
only fair or poor. Too dry weather last fall 
was one of the principal causes. The snow 
has done much to improve it. Average fair. 
Rye, where planted, is generally good. 

Kansas—Reports greatly varying. Some lo- 
calities report outlook as unusually good, 
while others report the crop as badly blown 
out on sandy land or much damaged, but 
late sown is better. Where rain has fallen 
recently there is a marked improvement, 
Rye is generally good. 

Nebraska—Reports are quite good, al- 
though in some sandy localities the crop has 
been hurt by high winds blowing it out. 
Too dry is reported in some cases, but a 
great many counties have excellent pros- 
pects for a crop. Rye is, on an average, bet- 
ter than wheat. 

As usual a great many counties in Iowa 
have sown no winter wheat. In the other 
counties there appears a great variation in 
condition. While a good many correspond- 
ents report the crop in fine shape, some say 
that in their counties the outlook is bad. 
One says: “Half crop; too dry.“ Rye is fair. 

Wisconsin—Prospects are not good at pres- 
ent. It does not appear to be possible for 
the crop to escape without a serious dis- 
aster, except in localities where snow has 
remained on the flelds till recently. Rye is 
likely to feel the adverse conditions less. 

Minnesota and the Dakotas—Little has 
been grown and the conditions will not 
greatly affect the crop of the country. 

The States that grow the largest amount 
of winter wheat report the conditions good 
and the adverse conditions are quite gener- 
ally reported from States that grow compar- 
atively small quantities. From this it will be 
seen that the general average of these 12 
States is good and that a large winter wheat 
crop may be looked for.

IT WAS CONGRESS’ BUSY DAY. 


So No Law Was Passed to Prevent Liquor 
Selling to Indians. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—Indian 
Commissioner Browning regrets that the 
last Congress failed to pass any law to 
meet the new question which has arisen to 
cause trouble among the Indians. Decisions 


last summer by the United States Courts 
settled it that no prosecution would stand 
| against a man for selling liquor to Indians 

who had under the allotment law taken 
lands in severalty. The courts held that this 
act on the part of the Indian under the law 
admitted him to citizenship, and the selling 
of liquor to a United States citizen could not 
| constitute a crime. Commissioner Browning 
says he does not agree with the decision, for 
while the land is allotted to the Indian he 
is not allowed to dispose of it for twenty- 
five years, and during that time he is under 
the protection of the Government and the 
supervision of the Indian office. He hopes to 
see in the next Congress a law passed meet- 
ing this phase of the case and providing 
hat so long as an Ind tan is under the care of 
the Government, whether on alloted land or 
not, he shall be considered an Indian in all 
things, and making it a crime to sell liquor 
to him. The Commissioner says there will be 
very little allotting done, unless such a law 
is passed, as the authoritives believe allot- 
ments under the ruling of the courts will do 
more harm than good. 


SCRAMBLING FOR OFFICE. 


Thousands Rush for Twelve $2,400 a 
Year Places. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—There seems 
to be an increase in the demands for place, 
as the positions grow scarcer. During the 
closing days of Congress a bill was passed 
for the examination and classification of 


mineral lands in the grant to the Northern 
Pacific Railway in Montana and Idaho— 
twelve officers are thus created, to be paid 
salaries of $2,400 a year. The Interior De- 
partment is flooded with applications, and 
some men come to Washington to person- 
ally solicit these places. It is desirable 
‘that men with some knowledge of ‘minerals 
shall be chosen, and it appears to the of- 
cials of the department that there are min- 
eral experts in every section of the country, 
and the appointing officers, should they 
believe all that is said, will become con- 
vinced that the country is one vast field of 
mineral resources.

The Tyler Company, in 
an application for patent waived all the 
right to the overlapping portion, but the 
Last Chance Company asked that no pat- 
ent be issued while there was pending in 
the Supreme Court a case affecting the title 
of the property. Secretary Smith holds that 
as the overlapping tract has been waived 
by the Tyler Company, patent shall issue 
for its claim.

South America. Of course the a 
Railway and the Panama Canal company’s 
entirely within the territory 
martial law has just been de- 
clared.

SPAIN MUST EXPLAIN.

Consul-General Williams Will Investi- 
gate the Alliance Incident. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—Consul- 
General Williams at Havana has been in- 
structed to investigate the firing of shots 
At the United States mail ship Alliance by 
a Spanish war vessel off Cuba. 

Capt. J. A. Crossman of the Alliance has 
forwarded the following report of the in- 
cident to the State Department: 

NEW YORK, March 12, 1895. 
Hon. Walter Q. Gresham, Secretary of 

State, Washington: 

SIR—The Americen mail steamer Al- 
liance, under my command, while on her 
homeward voyage from Colon, R. C., to 
New York, was on the morning of March 8, 
off the coast of Cuba. At 6:30 o’clock a 
barkentine rigged stcamer was sighted un- 
der the land, steaming directly toward us. 
At 7:15 she presented colors, and proved to 
be a Spanish gunboat and immediately the 
American ensign was hoisted on the Al- 
liance and a salute to the Spaniard, which 
Salute was duly returned by her. I then Sa- 
luted once niore, and supposed the matter 
was at an end. But, about five minutes 
later the Spaniard fired a blank cartridge, 
and a few moments later another one, fol- 
lowed shortiy afterwards by three solid 
shots, all of which fell short of the Allianca, 
but showing very conclusively that the 
Spaniard was firing at us. I being fully 
Six miles off shore and on the high seas, 
paid no further attention to the Spaniard, 
but kept my course. The Spaniard kept up 
the chase, although gradually dropping 
astern for fully twenty-five miles. I desire 
to know if the Spaniard has any right to 
fire on my ship, with the possible chance of 
endangering the lives of the passengers 


|} bie 
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to heave to, as he probably intended. 

I respectfully ask for information on that 
subject, as I did not and do not propose to 
heave to, thereby losing time on my voyage, 
to oblige the Spanish gunboat or any other, 
except in case of distress.

Been Made by the Bar. 


MEN WO WANT THE OFFICES 


Some Names Suggested of Men Who 
Declare They Would Not Have the 
Position if Tendered Them. 


—_ 


The. question who -will get the appoint- 
ments to the two Circuit and one Criminal 
judgeships under the new law is widely dis- 
cussed in legal and political circles. There 
are several avowed candidates for the posi- 
tions, candidates who have circulated peti- 
tions, and have obtained personal indorse- 
ments from leading judges and lawyers, 
and who have backed these up by what 
political influence they have been able to 
secure. There is, indeed, no dearth of can- 
didates, and some of them have exceedingly 
strong indorsements. 

The Bar Association, it is understood, has 
submitted a list of names of men, any one 
of whom would be acceptable to the bar, 
and qualified for the positions sought. This 
applies to the Circuit Court Judgeships. 
From all that could be learned no action 
was taken as to the Criminal Judgeship, 
except in so far as members of the.associa- 
tion, as individuals, have signed the peti- 
tions of certain candidates. 


Some of the names submitted by the Bar 
Association, from which the Governor is 
asked to select, were put down without the 
consent of the gentlemen being obtained. 
Some of these, indeed, are not only not ap- 
plicants, but say they would decline if ap- 
pointed. Others deny that they are seeking 
the appointment but would consent to serve 
if the appointment came unsolicited. 

The list of names submitted, it is under. 


liam C. Marshall, Edward T. Farish, Moses 
N. Sale, Judge Geo. W. Lubke, Charles B. 
Stark, M. W. Huff, Thomas A. Russell and 
James M. Lewis. Besides these John A. 
Harrison, James A. Seddon, Valle Reyburn, 
John F. Lee and Hiram J. Grover have been 
mentioned as possibilities for Circuit Judge- 
ships. 

There is not much of a scramble for the 
appointments, one reason being the short- 
ness of the appointive term. Able lawyers, 
with a paying practice, do not care to break 
it up by an appointment for a year and a 
half or so, with no certainty of being nom- 
inated or elected for the ensuing term. This 
has caused some of those mentioned to de- 
clare themselves out of the race. 

Of those whose names have been men- 
tioned John A. Harrison has already abso~-q 
lutely denied that he is a candidate. John 
F. Lee, when asked as to his candidacy, re- 
plied that he was not a candidate; that he 
did not want it and would not have it. 
Judge James A. Seddon said the use of his 
name was wholly without his consent; that 
he could not afford to be a candidate,and 
nothing but a stern sense of public duty 
would cause him to accept. Valle Reyburn 
is not in the city, but his brother, Thomas, 
said that from what he had heard his 
brother say he was quite sure he was not an 
applicant, and did not want the position. 

Frank M. Estes said he was not making 
strenuous efforts to secure the appointment, 
but admitted that it would be an honor 
he should duly appreciate. He said Gov. 
Stone did his own thinking, and he was con- 
tent to leave the matter in his hands. Mr. 
Estes has been practising law for eighteen 

ears in this city. He comes of a family of 
awyers. His uncle, B. M. 

Chancellor of Shelby County 

his cousin, L. H. Estes, is Judge of the 
circuit of that county at Memphis. Mr. 
Estes was a defeated nominee for a Circuit 
— 4 last November. He is a Demo- 
—.— and took an active part in the cam- 
paign. 

Wm. C. Marshall said he is not a candi- 
date, but said the question of his accept- 
ance of the appointment is a matter for 
future consideration. In the meantime he de- 
clared he was too busy studying the April 
docket and the city’s litigation to give a 
thought to seeking the appointment. Mr. 
Marshall was one of the Democratic candi- 
dates for the Circuit Judgeship in 1888, but 
was defeated at the polls. He has nearly 
completed a four-year term as City Coun- 
selor, to which office he was appointed by 
ex-Mayor Noonan. 

Judge Geo. W. Lubke is an avowed can- 
didate and the friends who have been urg- 
ing his candidacy have notified the Gov- 
ernor that he will accept if the honor is 
tendered him. He served a term of six 
years on the Circuit Court bench, and was 
defeated for re-election in 1888. He has been 
a member of the bar for 25 or 30 years. 

Gen. James M. Lewis said: 

“If you ask me if I am a candidate in the 
sense of having applied for the place, I am 
not a candidate. But if my friends should 
succeed in convincing Gov. Stone that the 
interests of the people would be subserved 
by my appointment, of course I should ap- 
preciate the honor.“ 

Gen, Lewis became a member of the bar 
in St. Louis in 1878. For two years he prac- 
ticed in Pike County, but returned to St. 
Louis in 1881 and has practiced here ever 
since. He served four years as Judge- 
Advocate in the National Guard of Missouri 
with the rank of Brigadier-General. He has 
been a life-long Democrat, but has not 
taken an active part in politics. 

Charles B. Stark said he was not a candi- 
date and regretted the use of his name in 
that connection. As to his acceptance if 
tendered him, Mr. Stark said that was a 
matter that was further along. Mr. Stark 
has always been identified with the Demo- 
cratic party. He is at present the attorney 
for the Board of Education. 

Of the other possibilities named Messrs, 
Moses N. Sale, M. W. Huff, Thomas A. 
Russell and Hiram J. Grover were not 
found at their offices when the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter called. Edward T. Farish 
is in Jefferson 8 and it is stated that his 
mission there is in promotion of his can- 
didacy. He has been a member of the ba 
for the last thirty years, but has 
been a candidate for office before. 

For the Criminal Judgeship Judge A. A. 
Paxson, Judge Thomas Morris, Carl Otto, 
Charles Napton and Thomas B. Harvey are 
the only names mentioned, and they are all 
avow candidates. 

Judge Morris freely admitted his aspira- 
tions. He is a lawyer of — A years’ stand-

TRIUMPHANT JAPAN. 

Japan's terms of peace have at last 
been announced. They comprise a money 


— — 


In demuntty not exceeding 3250, 000,000 in 


gold—an amount that will probably be 
reduced by negotiations—the independ- 
ence of Corea, and the cession to Japan 
of the Island of Formosa. The stipula- 
tion ‘that the naval fortresses of Port 
Arthur and Wel-Hai-Wei shall remain 
in possession of Japan for a term of years 
is doubtless in the nature of a guarantee 
for the payment of the indemnity. 

Considering the completeness of Jap- 
‘an’s victory and the helplessness of 
China, the terms are not unreasonable. 
They are not as harsh or as burdensome 
as the terms imposed upon France by 
Germany at the close of the war of 1870. 
They are not as exacting as Europe has 
been fearing that Japan would impose. 
If China can make peace on these terms 
without the humiliation of a Japanese 
occupation of Pekin she will do wisely if 
she accepts them promptly. The states- 
manship of Li Hung Chang is already 
apparent. 

It is true, however, that peace on such 
terms will establish Japan’s position as 
the leading nation of the Orient and as 
one of the Great Powers of the world. 
By force of arms she has compelled recog- 
nition. Now comes her opportunity to 
prove that in the struggle for civilization 
peace hath her victories no less renowned 
than war. :

OLNEY’S RETURN TO SANITY. 

The refusal of the Administration to 
gend troops to New Orleans until the 
police and military forces of the city and 
State have proved to be unable to main- 
tain order indicates either that Atty.- 
Gen. Olney has an extreme partiality 
for railroads or has reversed his opinion 
of the propriety of the Federal Govern- 
ment’s taking the initiative in suppress- 
ing local riots. 

Mr. Olney cannot justify the apparent 
inconsistency of his present action with 
his action in the Chicago strike by plead- 
ing that the New Orleans strikers are 
not interfering with interstate commerce, 
The mob in possession of the New Or- 
leans levee is not only interfering 
with interstate, but with international 
commerce. One of the first vic- 
tims of its violence was a British 
sailor, who was injured on board of a 
British vessel. If the sending of United 
States troops to quell a riot in a State 
without reference to the State authori- 
ties was ever justifiable it is justifiable 
in this case. 

But in addition to the strong reflection 
which the ruling of the Attorney- 
General under the circumstances casts 
upon his previous conduct, there is a 
formal repudiation ot the doctrine ad- 
hered to in the Chicago trouble. In his 
telegram to United States District At- 
torney Earheart of New Orleans Mr. 
Olmey declares that “applications to 

authorities ought to be made and

@ considerable number of res le 
citigens who imagine they are for reform. 
This is especially the case now when 
“municipal reform” has become a sort of 
fad. As soon as the actual work of 
reform begins, however, a large propor- 


tion of these same respectable citizens: 


suddenly discover that their demands 
are being taken too literally. They are 
as eager as ever for Rgform in general 
(with a big R), but they don't want any 
of those reforms (with a small r) that 
interfere with the little arrangements 
and understandings by which they have 
profited. 

Mayor Strong and Dr. Parkhurst are 
having precisely this experience in New 
York. No one familiar with the history 
of the police of New York City during 
the last twenty years doubts that Supt. 
Byrnes is one of the chief bulwarks of 
the abuses and corruption that have made 
his department a stench in the nostrils 
of all civilized people. He himself con- 
fessed under oath that he had accepted 
$360,000 from Jay Gould and George 
Gould made in alleged Wall street deals. 
Yet just as soon as the Reform ax was 
ready to fall hundreds of the Reformers 
rushed forward to ask not merely that 
Byrnes should be spared, but that he 
should be entrusted with the task of 
reforming the very rottenness for which 
he was himself chiefly responsible. Many 
of them were keenly aware that it would 
take years with a new Chief to build up 
the “comfortable” understanding they 
had with the old. 

We know nothing of the merits of ‘the 
complaints made against Chief Speers 
of Kansas City. We do know, however, 
that the Kansas City newspapers have 
for months and years teemed with de- 
nunciations of the police force under his 
charge. Gov. Stone, in his letter to the 
Kansas City Journal, tells the simple 
truth regarding these criticisms by men 
and newspapers that are now exhausting 
the vocabulary of abuse to drive him 
from his purpose to hearken to their de- 
mand and make at least an effort to re- 


‘form the department. 


If the complaints of these newspapers 
and citizens in the past were justifiable, 
Chief Speers is proven incompetent to 
administer a police department that will 
make crime dangerous as well as odious. 
If the complaints were not justifiable 
they cloaked a game the purpose of 
which has not been disclosed. 

This is the case in a nutshell. The only 
mistake Gov. Stone has made is in de- 
fending a course that needs no defense.

SENATOR AMELUNG’S SECRET... 

It was only by a tremendous jerk on 
the rope that the great mystery of the 
Aisappearance of that $4,102 check in 
the Collector’s office was kept from slip- 
ping over the edge of revelation when 
Senator Amelung, in the heat of unaccus- 
tomed debate, admitted that he knew 
who got the money and who paid it. 

One may imagine the shudder that 
passed over the ranks of Filley’s faithful 
when the lips of the Senator trembled 
under the slipping burden of his awful 
information. The work of months 
seemed about to be undone. The care- 
fully laid network of wires that served 
to protect the hiding place of the An- 
heuser-Busch check from all prying in- 
truders, including the Criminal Court 
and the minority of the House committee, 
seemed about to be torn asunder. 

But why should wires or pulls or par- 
tisan solidarity longer suffice to guard 
the secret? A clew has been thrust into 
the faces of the authorities. Senator 
Amelung said: not only that he knew 
who received the money but that he saw 
it paid over the counter of a saloon. He 
says he will tell a committee what he 
knows. He owes it to himself, to justice 
and to his State to tell, but if he will not 
tell voluntarily he should be made to 
tell. 

If the Republican majority is willing 
to confess that it is afraid of his informa- 
tion by refusing to give him an oppor- 
tunity to tell, the Senate should name a 
committee for the purpose. There are 
other ways of getting at the secret. The 
Council can investigate the Collector's 
office. The clearing up of the theft of 
$4,102 in a public office is too vital a 
matter to be allowed to drop, especially 
when a custodian of the secret has pro- 
claimed his knowledge.

LET SPAIN BEWARE. 


The statement of Capt. Crossman 
makes it appear that the firing on the 
American steamship Alliance by a Span- 
ish gunboat was a wanton outrage. If 
subsequent investigation bears out this 
statement Spain should be brought up 
with a sharp turn. 

Spain cannot be allowed to plead her 
disagreeable task of keeping Cuba in 
subjection to her oppressive rule as an 
excuse for unwarranted interference with 
American commerce or outrages on 
American citizens.

This faculty is not rare among the deaf, 
and by means of it some of them, like Mit- 
chell, the chemist of the United States 
Patent Office, have been able to understand 
the lectures necessary for their gradua- 
tion at college. 


In support of Tyndall's conclusion that 
germs are everywhere present in the air, 
Lord Rayleigh of the Royal Society writes 
that a solution of sulphate of soda saturated 
to the point of crystallization has stood 
without crystallizing in his experiments 
for forty-eight hours when protected from 
the air by glass covers, but has at once be- 
gun crystallizing as soon as exposed to the 
air. His inference that the air contains 
“germs of crystallization” will not be readi- 
ly accepted by chemists not so wholly com- 
mitted to the germ theory. 

The bacillus of diphtheria is one-twenty- 
five-thousandth of an inch long, and when 
fixed in the human throat it grows into a 
network with other bacilli produced from it, 
all operating together to produce a virulent 
poison which when taken into the Dlood 
causes the fatal consequences 80 a to 
follow from the disease.

I have declared that I would my ut- 
most to have the law enforced, and to have 
right and justice prevail. I cannot do it 
single handed. I must have the sympathy 
support of good people, and above all 
I must have the earnest support and sym- 
pathy of those forces in the Government 
whose co-operation is necessary to accom- 
plish results. If I am asked to accomplish 
certain results which the ple profess 
to desire, and which at all events good 
government requires, I must be rmitted 
some voice in selecting agencies, in formu- 
lating policies and in the execution of the 
work I am expected to perform.

In doing 
this, did I exceed my authority? Was I 
interfering with local affairs? * * * 

Two of the three commissioners. who are 
to do these things, and to have control of 
this constabul force of the State, are 
to be appointed by the Governor, and may 
be removed by him. The immediate control 
of the force is vested in the commission- 
ers, but the commissioners are subordinate 
apmintees of the Governor. They are re- 

nsible to him for the proper and effi- 
cient administration of their offices, and it 
is incumbent upon him to see to it that 
they honestly discharge their duties. The 
constitution of the State provides that: 

The Governor shall take care that the 
laws are faithfully executed; and he shall 
be a conservator of the peace throughout 
the State.“ 

His oath of office requires him to support 
and enforce the constitution and laws of 
the State, and he not only has the right, 
but it is his duty to employ the powers 
and agencies at his command to effectuate 
the best possible administration of the law 
in every part of the commonwealth. This 
talk of officious intermeddling in local af- 
fairs and of arbitrary interference or 
usurpation of power on the part of the 
Governor is idle and absurd. do believe 
in local government, and I shall in future, 
as in the past, fight for the maintenance 
of that Democratic principle; but the re- 
cognition of that principle does not require 
that the chief executive or any other offi- 
cer of the State shall disregard his duty 
or be indifferent to his oath. I have never 
improperly interfered with the local af- 
fairs of gas City. I never expect to do 
so. I have tried simply to perform my 
duty and I shall continue to do that. 

Where is the evidence of my wish to con- 
struct a machine? And what ambition is it 
I wish to advance? I am asking no office 
of the people of the State. Was the appoint- 
ment of Judge Dobson to the bench the 
act of a machine builder? Was the appoint- 
ment of Clay Arnold to the office of Re- 
corder of Voters the act of a machine build- 
er? Not a man can be found to say that 
any act or word of mine ever indicated the 
1 desire to do anything of the kind. 

t making appointments, which the law re- 
quires me to make, is machine building. 
then the President and every Governor and 
Mayor of the Union is engaged in the busi- 
ness. 


I am 1 with resenting Mr. Cox's 
action in the last State convention in oppos- 
ing the silver resolution which I supported! 
This silly twaddle is contradicted by the 
fact that I appointed Judge Dobson knowing 
that he favored Mr. Cleveland's silver poli- 
cy. Lappointed Mr. Van Natta on the police 
board at Kansas City, knowing that he also 
agreed with the President. I appointed Mr. 
Bell Excise Commmisstoner at St. Louis 
knowing that he albo agreed with the Presi- 
dent; and he, as well as Mr. Cox, wag a del- 
egate at the May convention, and there 
spoke against and opposed the silver reso- 
lution reported by Mr. Bland. Bell is still in 
office, although his tenure is at the pleasure 
of the Governor. I am unqualifiedly in favor 
of free silver coinage, but I have never 
sought in the least to influence the political 
opinions of gentlemen I have appointed to 
office. I regard them as my peers and 
equals and treat them accordingly. I would 
despise a man, whether he gave or received 
a commission, if he did not act the part of 
@ gentleman and a free man. 

Of like tenor is the story that I have ex- 
acted or shall exact any promise of the 
new Commissioners that they will appoint 
any given individual as Chief of Police, or 
that they will do or not do any particular 
thing. M. A. Fyke, W. T. Johnson, George 
M. Shelley, F. L. Laforce and a half dozen 
other promient men have been suggested to 
me for Commissioners. If ever I have said 
aught to any of them that would indicate a 
desire on my part to dictate or control their 
official action in the event of their appoint- 
ment they will oblige me by making it 
known. Not one of them is a man who 
would consent to wear a master’s collar. 
But I believe they are fair men, who, if they 
accepted a commission, would loyally co- 
operate with me in every proper way with 
the object of ge ay the public good as 
we should see it; and, if at any time, they 
saw proper to resign I am sure they are 
gentlemen of too high sense of propriety to 
make an exhibition of themselves. The way 
in which these gentlemen, or some of them, 

ave been insulted and the way in 
which Col. Irwin has been insulted by these 
disreputable sheets fitly illustrates the ex- 
tent to which they will go in the congenial

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Six Thousand Men Want Fifty- 
nine Police Places. 


ONLY THE BEST TO BE CALLED 


Arduous Life With Little Future and 
Severe Discipline Eagerly Sought 
and Tenaciously Held. 


There are fifty patrolmen’s positions to be 
filled by the Board of Police Commissioners 
and eight Sergeants and one Captain to be 
created by promotion. There are also 6,000 
applications on file at police headquarters. 
Nearly every patrolman who is not a pro- 
bationary,’’ it is said, is applying for a ser- 
geantcy and nearly every Sergeant is look- 
ing for the vacant captaincy. 

The increase in the force has long been 


needed and, Chief Harrigan says, should 
have been much greater than it is, as the 
districts of the city are very large and some 
of the precincts and beats are entirely too 
large to be properly covered by the present 
force, even though supplemented by this 
small increase. 

There are many names mentioned for the 
vacant sergeantcies, but, in the nature of 
things, there are few of the applying patrol- 
men who will be given a showing. mong 
those more prominently mentioned as hav- 
ing a chance for a shield may be mentioned 
Officers Hurley of the Post-Dispatch, St. 
John of the rchants’ Exchange, Michael 
Slack of the Planters’, Armstrong of the 
Laclede, Fenlon, Matthew Gilmore, Patrick 
Hannon, Peter Monrotus, Michael Klein, 
Edward Nace and Edward Dowd. 

Among the sergeants who are apparently 
in line for captaincy are Woodlock, Phillips 
Frank Shoemaker, Lang, Gregory an 
Rhea. f 

NO APPOINTMENTS SOON, 

Police Commissioner John A. Lee told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday that no 
appointments would be made until March 


15 and probably not until April, because the 
commissioners will have to take time to 
make proper selections. The mayor will ap- 
point ten patrolmen, his pro rata of the 
fifty, and each of the commissioners will 
have the same number. None of the com- 
missioners, Mr. Lee said, will have an op- 
portunity, however, to make appointments 
of their own choice, but, as usual, the ap- 
7 will de made through the in- 

uence of men prominent in business, social 
and political circles. 

Said Mr. Lee: “There are at present 
about 6,000 applications on file at head- 
quarters and in addition each commissioner 
has in his pocket and desk anywhere from 
100 to 500 applications. It has never been 
found necessary to use the methods of the 
‘press gang’ to get policemen to serve the 
city, as there are enough men who want the 
positions to furnish an officer for every 
dwelling and business house in the city. 

„An Irishman is a natural policeman, and 
there are more of that nationality than all 
others combined. The reason for this is 
that, as a general thing, those known as 
Americans, who-have lived here all of their 
lives and have been educated, as were their 
fathers before them, in the customs of this 
country and people, are usually indifferent 
about these appointments, for, from their 
established friendships, relationships and 
connections, they are able to secure more 
desirable positions. Neither is there a large 
number of German applications, as the Ger- 
man is usually a thrifty, money-making cit- 
izen, and he can, through his educational 
and commercial training at home, contrive 
to make more money than he could on the 
police force. As at present organized, the 
force consists largely of men born in the 
United States, and therefore entitled to be 
considered as American citizens, though of 
foreign birth. 

BY NO MEANS DBSIRABLE. 

“Taking a practica®? view, the position of 
a policeman is by no means desirable. The 
men are subject to a system of discipline 
more exacting than even that of the regular 
army. They are required to furnish their 
own uniforms and rations, and are kept un- 
der strict survetlance as to personal habits 
even being deprived of some of the rights of 
ordinary citizens, for the police department 
exacts of members of the force that they 
pay their debts promptly. 

‘They are not even allowed the ordinary 
exemptions under the law. Policemen are 
required to walk a beat twelve hours, one- 
half on the night turn and one-half on the 
day. They must be uniformly courteous and 
obliging to all, patient under abuse and 
even assault. The pay is $60 per month for 


ithe first year and $1,000 per annum after 


that. and, though after a service of twenty 
years they can retire on half pay, yet the 
life is more arduous than is commensurate 
with their reward. The men are subject to 
all the vicissitudes of weather and to con- 
stant danger of loss of life or serious injury 
in making arrests. The opportunities for 
promotion, too, are slow and the tempta- 
tions of a policeman to immorality and 
drunkenness great. Why the position is so 
sought after I cannot see, for after a term 
of years as a policeman a man is usually 
unfitted for any other occupation. The rule, 
‘once a policeman, always a policeman,’ 
nearly always holds good.” 
ROUTINE OF APPLICANTS. 

Chief Harrigan in describing the mode of 
procedure after a man has been fortunate 
enough to secure appointment to the force, 


said: “Getting a position on the police 
force usually costs a man more trouble and 
places him under more obligations to others 
than the securing of a mercantile position, 
which would pay a salary twice as large. 
Yet all seem to want the places, notwith- 
standing the hardships and discomforts, 
not to speak of the severe discipline which 
must be endured, 

“After the board appoints an applicant an 
officer he is tmmediately carefully measured 
in his stocking feet, and must not be less 
than 5 feet 8% inches in height. He is also 
subjected to a rigid medical examination by 
Dr. Robinson, who reports minutely, on a 
blank furnished for the purpose, and gen- 
eralizes the physical condition of the man 
as ‘superior,’ ‘good,’ ‘fair,’ ‘doubtful,’ ‘un- 
sound’ or ‘bad,’ as the case may be. A 
man is rejected for any marked defects, 
such as chronic diseases, contracted mus- 
cles, varicose veins, defects in the eyesight, 
weak lungs, or, in fact, anything calculated 
to interfere with his efficiency as a police 
officer. 

“As goon as the examining physician ap- 
proves a man he is sent to be sworn in, 
which ceremony is performed by some mem- 
ber of the board. He is then lectured b 
myself on his duties and obligations an 
told what is expected of him. Next he is 
assigned to such district as is most con- 
venient to his home, and, if necessary to 
accomplish this, transfers are made. He 
then reports to the Captain of his district, 
who places him in a school of instruction 
for thirty days. In this school he is daily 
lectured and drilled in the fundamental 
principles of police work, rules, regulations, 
etc. t the same time he is also gent on a 
beat, when not being instructed, with some 
old and experienced officer, who gives him 
instruction in the practical as well as the- 
oretical work before him. At the end of 
thirty days he is, if found efficien d 
many never are—given a regular beat.

What Rudolph says as 
to Schmalz is all wrong. 

“Schmalz is a friend of my brother, Henry 
Renneker, and he came to our house to 
see my brother. He was there one night 
when my husband came home drunk, and 
he accused me of terrible things. The night 
of the day that I was shot the A. O. U. W. 
lodge to which my husband had belonged 
gave a dance. I told my husband a couple 
of days before I wanted to go. Saturday 
morning he went out to work at 6:30, but 
came back at 8 and said he was through. 
Then he wanted to know if I was going to 
the dance or not. I wouldn’t answer him. 
He asked me that question four times in 
succession, but I wouldn’t answer him at 
all. That made him mad and he pulled out 
a pistol, said ‘See this?’ and flred.“ .

NEW YORK, March 13.—Now that Judge 
Richter of Louisiana has found that prize 
fighting in his State is a legitimate business 
under the special protection of the law, the 
followers of pugilism are beginning to pick 
New Orleans as the scene of the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons contest.

He thinks if it came 
down to a bidding match between New Or- 
leans and Oklahoma, the Westerners would 
not stop short of $50,000.

THE TAYLOR HANGING, 


Judge H. L. Edmunds Writes Gov. Stone 
a Letter. 


Judge H. L. Edmunds of the Criminal 
Court has written a letter to Gov. Stone 
regarding Wm. Taylor, sentenced to hang 
March 21 for the killing of Tobe Carlyle. 


This leter is a reply to a communication 
from Gov. Stone, asking his opinion. In 
reply, Judge Edmunds did not recommend 
a commutation of the sentence, but dwelt 
on the fact that the testimony of the son, 
Clyde, had weight with the jury, as he 
testified to seeing the shooting, while nu- 
merous affidavits since the trial are to the 
effect that the boy had said he did not see 
it, but was compelled to testify against his 
father by his mother and aunt. The Judge 
said he did not believe the affidavits, but if 
the Governor did a commutation should be 
granted. He further added Taylor was jea)- 
ous of his wife and drunk on the day o tha 
murder. 

A peculiar phase of the case is that As- 
sistant Chief Reedy was not summoned as 
a witness, although he admits only a week 
before the murder Taylor called and asked 
for the arrest of Carlyle, stating he had 
come between him and his wife and there 
would be trouble. Taylor is still hopeful and 
Attorney Noland will go to Jefferson City 
soon with a petition asking for clemency.

Republicans Given an Opportunity to 
Revise the Wards They Alleged, 
Last Fall, Were “Fixed.’ 


The revisors of registration are important 
factors in all political campaigns. The re- 
visors are appointed by the Recorder of 
Voters, each of the two great parties being 
allowed equal representation in the sélection 
of the twenty-eight. Although nominally 
having his hands tied by the law, which aims 
to have the revision executed in an impar- 
tial manner, the Recorder can, if he 80 
chooses, so manipulate the placing of the 


revisors as to benefit most his own party. 
If it were his intention to wink at illegal 
registration in certain wards, the Recorder 
could have the revision taken care of by the 
right kind of machine men, who would cover 
up and protect the fine work of their-friends. 

Last fall the Republicans charged that the 
Democrats had “plugged’’ the registration 
lists in certain thickly populated downtown 
wards, and the talk about how the g. o. p. 
got the worst of it is still being served u 
to their audiences by the Republican spell- 
binders. 

In order to protect himself from further 
accusations of this kind Recorder Higgins 
appears to have taken the bull by the horns 
and appointed Republican revisors for all 
the wards in which it is claimed the regis- 
tration is manipulated by the Democratic 
fine workers. The First, Second, Third and 
Nineteenth are four wards in particular 
where, according to Filley’s followers, the 
Democratic machine men register the dead 
ones,“ voted on election day by the repeat- 
ers. The wards mentioned are controlled by 
Butler, Cronin, Morrissey, Brady, Haggerty, 
Sheridan, Skidmore, Grimley, Guion and 
other Democratic hustlers. None of these 
politicians are in the “undertaking busi- 
ness“ and it is scarcely necessary to state 
that they have indignantly denied any 
knowledge of the registration lists in their 
wards, being packed with nicely “embalmed 
stiffs’’ for the use of the repeaters. 

Their dentals failed to carry much weight 
with the Republicans as long as they were 
permitted to name the revisors and this fact 
was also the foundation of the partisan 
charges made against Recorder Higgins. In 
view of this situation it is easy to imagine 
the feelings of the Republican camp when 
Recorder Higgins appointed Republican re- 
visors for the wards in which it is claimed 
the registration is ‘‘fixed’’ all one way. If 
such is really the case the Republican re- 
visors will have no trouble ascertaining the 
facts and making it public. 

When the list of revisors was announced 
Tuesday fair-minded Republican workers 
were heard to commend Recorder Higgins’ 
apparent impartiality. Recorder Higgins 
had the list ready some_time before he an- 
nounced it. His reason for holding it back 
was to prevent the plugging' of the regis- 
tration lists by unscrupulous politicians, 
who would not hesitate to do so if they 
thought they could utilize the friendship of 
a revisor in covering it up.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Death of Mrs. Ione Anderson to Be Appro- 


priatély Observed. 

At the monthly meeting of the Board of 
Education Tuesd&p night President Brock- 
man announced the sudden death of Mrs. 
Ione Anderson, principal of the Arlington 
School. Mrs. Anderson was at school Tues- 
day, but was seized with a hemorrhage of 
the lungs soon after her return home and 
died almost immediately. Mrs. Anderson 
had been connected with the public schools 
since 1856, and was principal of the Arling- 
ton for twelve years.
